EARLY DAYS IN COVINA 


Started nearly three years 


ago to relieve the conditions 
among the unemployed iri Co- 
vina, the California Coopera- 
tive unit No. 53 is still in a 
flourishing condition, the head- 
quarters in the old Coolman 
building on North Second street 
being the center of an organi- 
zation that has done much to 
take care of those who were thrown 
out of employment when the de- 
pression came and doing it in a way 
that allows each man to help him- 
self rather than having to depend 
on charity.v 


Wednesday an Argus reporter was 


escorted thru the headquarters and 
was shown the work that is being 
done. There are few private busi- 
nesses in the city that can show the 
successful management and progress 
that has been made by the Covina 
unit. Under the guidance of Frank 
Lichty, manager, and B. W. Mc- 
Gowan, secretary, the organization 
now has 67 active members, with 
four members devoting their entire 
time to the affairs of the unit. Under 
the cooperative system no merchan- 
dise is sold for cash but is exchanged 
for labor, a certain number of points 
being allowed for labor and the 
goods also being rated in points,

Members of the board of super- 


visors this week were on record as 
protesting the proposed construction 
of the 140-foot high tension Boulder 
dam power line across the foothills 
of the Sierra Madres, while on an- 
other front the San Gabriel Valley 
Defense committee was endeavoring 
to persuade the city of Los Angeles 
to change the route. 


The change proposed, as outlined 


on a map filed with a resolution 
drawn by Supervisor H. C. Legg, 
would bring the power line into the 
county at the southern edge of the 
Pomona city limits, from whence it 
would follow a "bee line" course 
straight west to the San Gabriel 
river. The protest against the pres- 
ent route and the suggested change 
were embodied in Legg's resolution, 
which was adopted . on motion of 
Supervisor John Anson Ford. 


No further condemnation actions 


will be filed this week, according to 
the Los Angeles city attorney's office, 
where the complaints are being 
drawn. The three suits filed to date 
bring the line down to the Whittier 
Narrows. 


The supervisors, at the suggestion 


of Chairman Legg, declined to act 
on the request of H. S. Gillman that 
an ordinance be drawn to prohibit 
construction of such power lines, 
that the request be re-

When the late State Senator Bul-

A perusal of the old 
Argus files reveals that many an 
anniversary of weddings were cele- 
brated there, and it was the favorite 
location for many years for the 
swankiest of old-time whist parties. 


Commercial travelers, known in 


those days as "drummers," register- 
ed at the hotel, and hired livery 
rigs across the street, with which to 
travel to the five adjacent villages 
It seems rather amusing and pa- 
thetic now, but we were wont to 
point with pride to the excellence 
of the Hotel Vendome cuisine, anc 
to the up-to-date furnishings in the 
rooms on the second floor.

In the pioneer 
days it was considered a brave and 
appropriate thing to aim high when 
naming hotels. Like nearly all pio- 
neer endeavor, the hotel idea was 
jorn in energetic controversy. The 
:own nearly split apart trying to 
agree on a site, and indeed, never 
reached a decision. While the fight 
was raging, two brothers, John and 
Asa Villinger, local ranchers and 
nurserymen, at that time located at 
the corner of Hollenbeck and Pu- 
ente streets, slipped one over on the 
town by deciding to go into the hotel 
business. They built and operated 
this property. They were more suc- 
cessful than any who followed them, 
and conducted a good business until 
they removed to Lodi. 


There was a long period in which 


the hotel was leased and operated 
by Mr. and Mrs. J. J. Fitzgerald, 
with the livery stable as a part of the 
business. "Jack" Fitzgerald was a 
horse-raiser and trainer of consider- 
able note in the east. His wife prov- 
ed to be a popular hostess. In those 
days the diningroom was generally 
well filled, and the front narlors 
were congregating places for the so- 
cially inclined of the valley. 


In latter years, until recently, the 


hotel had been operated by Mr. and 
Mrs. Landram, and heroic attempts 
were made to modernize it and make 
it conform to the needs of a chang- 
ing condition. The Landrams had 
been successful operators of restau- 
rants in Covina, and were highly re- 
spected and loved. But the march of 
time had outmoded the old building, 
and more particularly had changed 
the moods and methods of people. 
Even in Jack Fitzgerald's time the 
automobile had begun to change the 
habits of traveling men and business 
transients. "Drummers" ceased to

As lifelong Republicans, 
some of us know that the Republican party is 
not a noted success as a party of obstruction 
and criticism. Its strong forte, its history, has 
been that of national development thru ag- 
gressive, intelligent leadership, not in the role 
of the critic. The Republican party must 
again become positive, and forget the nega- 
tive. 


Never in the history of the country have 


we so greatly needed a positive, dominant, 
aggressive Republican party as now. It is 
coming to be plain that the Democratic party 
cannot win this fight against the forces of 
world depression, mainly because their view- 
point is predominantly domestic instead of 
world inclusive. 


We can predict that a Republican party,

Beneath the transmission line, a space of 


120 feet wide must be kept clear of all vege- 
tation, to prevent brush fires; and this cleared 
space would make an unsightly scar visible 
for miles—farther than the transmission line 
itself. The city authorities should reconsider 
before it is too late.—Los Angeles Times.

Worldwide Ramblings of 
a Covina Orange Grower 


(Note—This is a continuation of 


a series of letters which will appear 
in the Argus from Ben F. Thorpe^ 
civic leader and orange grower, who 
with his wife left recently on a four- 
months' trip to the South Sea isr 
lands, New Zealand, Australia, East 
Indies, China and Japan. Mr. Thorpe 
is a worldwide traveler and his let- 
ters are always of interest, dealing 
with the intimate social life of the 
countries which he visits). 


Dear Covina: 


So this is Australia! 


Letter No. 7 


Toolleen, Australia. 


Home of the 


eucalyptus family, the kangaroo, the 
emu, a bird much like an ostrich, 
and the lovely lyre bird, with its 
treasured feathers. 


We awakened one morning in our 


stateroom on the "Mariposa" to feel 
the big ship quietly riding at anchor 
on a sheet of perfectly calm sea, on 
Port Phillip bay, the harbor of Mel- 
bourne just ahead, as we waited for 
the usual quarantine and .immigra- 
tion inspectors to come on board and 
give us our landing permits. We 
left the Mariposa with happy mem- 
ories of our three weeks and one 
day voyage on her, with nothing 
but praise and compliments for the 
fine courtesies shown us by her offi- 
cers and crew. 


SCOUT JAMBOREE 


As we approached the docks we 


soon discerned the familiar face of 
our Australian friend, William Pook, 
waiting there for us with a charac- 
teristic warm welcome to his land. 
After his cordial greeting we were 
taken up to the heart of the big city 
of about one million people, a finely 
modern city with splendid, wide 
streets lined with shade trees, and 
very well laid out, substantial busi- 
ness buildings, not many skyscrap- 
ers, but all good buildings, and good 
tram-car service. When we arrived 
the city was full of Boy and Girl 
Scouts, gathered here to attend the 
great Scout jamboree, with the vet- 
eran scoutmaster, Gen. Baden-Pow- 
ell of London, attending, and Scouts 
of all nationalities gathered here to 
cement together the bonds of hu- 
man kindness and brotherly love, 
inspired by the Scout motifs. A re- 
markable gathering of youth from 
all over the world for a ten-day 
jamboree. Our boys from the United 
States distinguished themselves in 
many of the events, with great credit 
to the nation. Fine material for good 
citizenship. 


After meeting a few of Mr. Pook's 


business friends in Melbourne, we 
were taken to lunch, and then start- 
ed for Toolleen, a distance of about 
100 miles, in his new Chevrolet auto- 
mobile. The distance was soon cov- 
^>ered - over* fairly- good dirt roads, 
the first few miles being ~6ver~arT 
asphalt pavement, the dirt roads be- 
ing well traveled. 


After passing thru the suburbs of 


the big city, much like those of other 
cities, we came to a few small towns 
enroute, reaching Mr. Pook's home 
place on the big sheep station of 
"Sunnyside Estate," to be met by his 
charming daughter, Vera, and her 
two brothers, Ben. and Colin, 
splendid family, Vera taking the 
place of the mother, who died a 
short time ago, and the sons looking 
after the work on the big ranch, as 
it would be called in America. Our 
welcome here was just as genuine 
as the one from Mr. Pook at the 
dock and we soon felt very much at 
home as we all sat down to a boun- 
teous home-cooked farm dinner, a 
welcome change from the many- 
coursed meals on the steamer. Fine, 
fresh-roasted 
young lamb, vege- 


tables, home-made bread and but- 
ter, jams, ripe apricots, bananas 
peaches and big red cherries, with a 
generous supply of tea, the popular 
British drink. 


SHEEP STATION 


The next day we spent quietly ai 


the station, looking over the big 
fields of pasture, flocks of sheep on 
every side, great expanses of rolling 
fields of grain, wheat, oats and bar- 
ley, gro s of wild eucalyptus here 
and there, making all together a 
beautiful-pastoral picture, framed by 
hills in the distance. 


In the evening of the second day 


Mr. Pook. outlined to us his program 


home, with one daughter to help the 
mother, a lovely home mother whose 
whole life is wrapped up in the fam- 
ily she has raised. The Berrymans 
live in a fine brick bungalow with 
wide verandas all about, and numer- 
ous big eucalyptus trees for shade. 


It will be a union of two fine 


families, Hallen being an expert 
sheep raiser and general farmer, 
while few mature women are as ac- 
complished as Vera. Besides being a 
good housekeeper, she is a fine mu- 
sician, a graduate of a seminary, an 
expert at all pastry making (that 
being her hobby), a deft modeller 
of clay, makes all her own clothes, 
and nifty ones at that, owns and 
drives her own automobile, and only 
25 years old. A happy match in 
which we have become deeply inter- 
ested and wish we might remain for 
the wedding. Vera has made her 
own wedding cake, and it cannot be 
surpassed in beauty by any pastry 
baker, the design being her own 
creation. Anna has taken pleasure 
in helping Vera get ready for the 
big event. When Vera gets married 
on the 26th inst. she will be greatly 
missed by her father and two broth- 
ers in their home here, but they 
will try to get a housekeeper. 


To return to the Berryman home: 


At dinnertime we all sat down to a 
fine turkey dinner cooked by Mrs. 
Berryman, twelve of .us at the long 
table loaded with all sorts of good 
things to eat, with great quantities 
of cream and butter, home-made 
jams, fresh fruits, good salad, and 
topped off with a delicious plum 
udding and tea, of course. 


CITRUS CULTURE 


Next morning we all got into Mr. 
erryman's new Plymouth automo- 
le and rode over to Parricoota, the 
ome of Mr. Watson, on the Mur- 
ay river, and here, to our great 
urprise, we found an orange grove 


120 acres in full bearing, mostly 


alencias, and such fine dark green, 
ealthly-looking trees as . we have 
eldom seen, and far better than the 
verage grove in Covina. The trees 
•ere heavily laden, and the crop is 
andled in his own packinghouse, 
wdelled after some of our Califor- 
lia houses, which Mr. Watson saw 
n an extended visit to California 
efore -he began his plantings here 
'he packinghouse is situated on a 
ig bend of the Murray river, some 
)0 feet wide and very deep, in a 
rove of eucalyptus trees, a nove 
tuation for a packinghouse, and in 
ie early days he used to ship his 
ruit to market by boats loading right 
t his own door. Now they are 
ractically all shipped by rail to 
Melbourne. 
Mr. Watson has unlimited quanti- 
ies. of sheep manure for fertilizer 
vhich. costs him only^he- hauling 


ouriehtc-rtainment, which was to 


include a one-thousand-mile motor 
trip around Victoria and New South 
Wales, two of the great seven states 
of Australia, and we began packing 
out outfits that same day, as we ar< 
to do some camping on part of th< 
trip. He did not fail to include a 
good fishing outfit, so we had plea 
sant anticipations. 


Sunday morning we drove som< 


four miles to the little country 
church near Toolleen, where Mr 
Pook conducted services for the fev 
neighbors who gathered to hear 
Presbyterian service, his sermon be 
ing as sincere and well delivered a 
by many regular preachers in large 
places. His daughter, Vera, playe 
the organ in church. Mr. Pook al 
ways officiates in this way when th 
regular minister cannot get her 
After church we all drove over t 
the home of William Berryman, an 
other gentleman sheep farmer, hav 
ing a station larger than Mr. Pook'. 


ROMANCE ON VELDT 


Right here I must describe a ro 


mance in which we are interestd 
for Vera Pook is to marry Mr. Ber 
ryrnan's son, Hallen, one week afte 
we have to leave on our way nortl 
Vera is busy getting her weddin 
clothes and outfit ready, while Ha" 
len is just as busy building a ne 
adobe house on his own sheep sti 
tion, some miles from the home < 
his parents, and here we found 
long row of adobe bricks drying i 
the sun, ready for the builders wh 
are to corne next week to put up th 
house. Hallen has only 1600 acr< 
in his station, but with a wife lil1

ing, as he has always worked wi

iut he was packing some good look 
ing seconds, the fruit being rathe 
ougher-skinned than ours and no 
uite as sweet, but the quantity o 
ruit on his trees would surprise any 
California grower, while his crop 
f grapefruit are simply enormous 
nd you look inside his trees anc 
asp with amazement and ask, "How 
an the trees carry such a load?" 
ie does not have to use any orcharc 
eaters as the frost never does any 
erious damage, but he has to fumi- 
ate for both black and red scale 
ie uses clean cultivation, with Ford- 
on tractors, gets his irrigating water 
rom the big river flowing alongside 
lis orchards, with only a small lift 
using the sprinkling system. So re- 
narkably up-to-date that I looked a 
: all in astonishment, to find in this 
emote corner of the earth such a 
plendid orchard and packinghouse 
Wr. Watson is an interesting char- 
cter, well read and intelligent, anc 
mows many of the prominent Cali- 
ornia growers, and some of the men 
rom the Riverside experimental sta- 
ion have visited his plantation here 


Strangest of all, he is the only 


nan in the district having an or- 
hard. He also has a big sheep sta- 
ion, but the orchard is his hobby 
long with race horses, and a lovely 
M'ick home, situated in a five-acn 
r more park of lawns and flower; 
and shrubs. He is ably assisted by 
lis two grown sons, one of whom 
»ve had the pleasure of meeting. Hat 
t not been for our friend, Mr. Pook 
ffe should have missed this oppor 
.unity of seeing the best orang' 
grove in Australia. We did not hesi 
ate to compliment and congratulat 
Wr. Watson on his splendid plant 
especially the condition of his trees 
and the immense crops of orange 
and grapefruit. 


We returned to the Berrymar 


lome in time for a roast duck din 
ner, just as good if not better tha 
:he turkey dinner of the night be 
'ore. 


COD FISHING 


Then we all got into the automo 


biles and drove over to Willie Pettit's 
another neighbor living on the Mur 
ray river, where we got into his boa 
to go up the river on a fishing trip 
eating a picnic dinner on the sand 
shore of the river, in a big forest o 
giant eucalyptus, while two of th 
young girls went in the river for 
swim. We were successful in getin 
three fine Murray codfish weighin 
about 31/-; pounds each and splendi 
fish, which we had for dinner tha 
same evening, being as good eatin 
fish as we ever tasted. We all wei 
to bed early, declaring it the en 
of a perfect day. 


The next day we drove over 1 


Hayden Berryman's (another son 
sheep station, where we had a fir 
dinner cooked by the wife cf Hay 
den, and out in one of his pasture 
we found a real live kangaroo, 
was a great event for us, as here he 
was, the real thing, hopping around 
very lively on his long hind feet, 
stopping occasionally to turn his 
head and look at us as he hopped 
away, not a bit wild. He had been 
with the sheep and cattle on this 
ranch for several years and was 
quite tame, though he would not let 
us get near enough to pet him. Then 


'.T. Berryman, Sr., took us out to 
umeroogunga mission, a station 
mch like our Indi:m reservations in 
alifornia, where they take care of 
ome 400 of the aboriginees, the real 
atives who were here when the 
irhite man camt, now a small group 
f survivors quite willing to live on 
ie dole the Australian government 
ives them. They do no work, fish 
little in the Murray river which 


OWE thru their reservation, play 
ames, the children going to school, 
nd the place is managed by Mr. 
'anvers and his wife, who came 
ere from New Guinea a few years 
go. 


NATIVE WEDDING 


While we were having tea at the 
ome of the Danvers, an important 
vent occurred in the village, when 
young couple were married in the 
ttle church by a Mr. Brown, a tra- 
elling evangelist, who was accom- 
anied by his mother, travelling in 
Dodge motor van especially built 


or a gospel wagon. As soon as the 
ouple were married, a policeman 
rrested the groom for some crime 
e had committed, but the other na- 
ves all made up a purse for the 
oor fellow to pay his fine. He was 
eleased and went off with bride in 
igh glee. 
Then Mr. Danvers gave me a fine 


joomerang, the unique weapon used 
y the natives, called a native boy 
o throw it for us, which he did so 
killfully that- it came back to him 
ach time he threw it, the boomer- 
ng going in a series of neat circles 
nd always coming back to the 
Grower after it had been thrown 
rom 150 to 200 feet. I bring it 
lome as an interesting souvenir of 
n enjoyable afternoon. 
After breakfast the next morning 


ve started off in Mr. Pook's auto- 
nobile for Karang, the first stop, 
vhere we called on Dr. William 
'ook, his oldest son, who has a nice 
medical practice there, and his wife 
erved us tea and cakes. Here we 
ad the pleasure of meeting one of 
he leading merchants, Mr. Haw- 
horne, who was a friend of the Max 
jeonhardts of Covinr, and we en- 
oyed a pleasant chat, another in- 
tance of the smallness of the world, 
o meet someone who knew of Co- 
ina and had even been there, a 
lelightful gentleman to meet. From 
lere we made a long, hard drive 
ollowing the Murray river* all the 
afternoon thru a dense forest of 
eucalyptus trees, with almost no 
louses the entire distance, and stop- 
jed under some grand trees near a 
>ig bridge to camp over night, some 
300 miles from where we had start- 
ed in the morning, and meeting only 
.welve automobiles going the entire 
distance. We all slept late, and on 
arising the next morning, found we 
were just across the river from Mil- 
dura, a fine city of some 7000 people 
On this side of the Murray we ha< 
another surprise, for here we fount 
ourselves in the heart of a grea 
'ruit-growing district, the town be- 
ing founded by Mr. Chaffee of On- 
tario, California, and laid out in fin< 
shape with broad streets, some witl 
pl 
£ 
s of 


large packing house. Here they were 
packing oranges, canning tomato 
soup, making jam, bottling lemon 
and grapefruit juice, making flavor- 
ing extracts, drying and packing ap- 
ricots and peaches, sorting and 
packing Sultana grapes and English 
currants, all in one big house under 
one management—a real packing- 
house manager's job, and well han- 
dled by Mr. Winterbottom, who tells 
us his growers are all'making a fair 
profit on their produce. The next 


oon we attended a Rotary club 
ound-table, their regular meetings 
n Australia having a "recess" dur- 
ng January on account of the heat. 


CALIFORNIA FOLKS 


Mr. Winterbottom took us to call 
n A. L. Lilly, formerly of River- 
ide, who has a fine orchard here, 
nd served us tea and cakes. He 
ame to Mildura with Mr. Chaffee 
orty-five years ago, so we had much 
f mutual interest to talk about. We 
Iso went to the home of Mr. Goldie, 
vho has a fine vineyard of Sultana 
rapes, with such a heavy crop one 
ivonders how the vines carry it all. 
ffe stayed over night at the Grand 
lotel, where Anna met a fine woman 
who formerly lived in Beverly Hills, 
.vhile I met a young man who used 
o live on Wilshire boulevard, Los 
Angeles, but came over here two 
fears ago for one of the big oil com- 
janies, married an Australian girl, 


expects to live here permanent- 


y. The world grows smaller again. 


Here in Mildura Jt met several men 


who know Peter McLaren, he of the 
Vhittier Rotary club, who frequent- 
y visits Covina. We left Mildura 
ate that afternoon, had tea at a 
small roadhouse in a little town, and 
drove on until dark, when we camp- 
ed under some big eucalyptus trees 
"or the night. Not having any water 
along, we went to a small hut where 
we saw a light and asked for some 
"resh water of a kind-faced old lady, 
who, learning we had a wife, asked 
us to bring her to her hut for a visit, 
or a "yarn," as they call it. As it 
•ained the next morning she invited 
us to eat our breakfast in her hut, 
which we were glad to do, cooking 
our lamb chops and making toasl 
before an open fire in her big brick 
ireplace, there being no stove. Real 
[enuine hospitality that, sharing her 
mite with us as generously as if she 
nad thousands instead of a small 
government pension, and she nearly 
ivept when we tipped her well on 
leaving. Happy memories there. She 
said as Anna left, "I wisht me dear 
lady ye lived nearby." 


That day we drove into Ararat, a 


nice farming community town, anc 
on to Ballarat, where we put up a' 
a small hotel for overnight. We en- 
tered the city down a long 200-feet 
wide avenue of trees—maples, ash 
elms, poplars, all planted regularly 
in rows on each side of the street 
named "Victory Avenue," soon pass- 
ing under a big concrete memoria 
arch, across the driveways, and in 
side the same beautiful avenue con 
tinued, but with lovely beds o 
bright flowers on each sid_e of th

:hurch in the heart of the city, and 
lore I was wishing I had Rev. Elliott, 
™"1 Warren or Bill Nye with me to 
lear one of the finest church choirs 
have ever listened to, and compos- 
d of about forty well-trained voices, 
he men who sang in it being appar- 
ently over fifty years of age, but 
uch grand, sweet voices, and so 
beautifully trained and blending. It 
•eminded one of some well-trained 
ipera chorus or a big cathedral choir. 


Leaving Ballarat we soon came to 


i splendid stretch of rich farming 
ands, the farmers harvesting crops 
if all kinds of grain, pastures full of 
ivell-fattened cattle and sheep, good 
comfortable homes and farm build- 
ngs, and wonderful vistas over the 
rolling hills we were crossing. All 
;he way along the landscape was 
'ringed with great rows of wild eu- 
calyptus, there being practically no 
other trees except planted ones. We 
stopped at Baylesford to get some 
drinking water from their famous 
mineral water springs, it'being per- 
meated with lithia, and very effer- 
vescent. 


GOLD MINING 


Then we came to a small city call- 


ed Bendigo, once a great mining 
center, and a banker showed me a 
tin cup half full of good-sized nug- 
[ets which the miners had brought 
in to sell to him, one nugget being 
as big as a twenty-dollar gold piece. 
The high price of gold has revived 
the mining of the metal. Bendigo 
also has a fine city park, a good tram 
:ar system, churches and public 
buildings. I met some fine Rotarians 
here, but like many other Australia 
clubs, they were having a "recess" 
for the hot weather in January. 


It does seem strange to see the 


grain harvest in full swing, days 
about fifteen hours long, hot and dry 
like California in July, apples, pears> 
peaches, apricots, figs and strawber- 
ries in abundance. We are now back 
at Mr. Pook's fine home place, hav- 
ing a short stay before we sail from 
the north, enjoying his continued 
kind hospitality.

FOUNDED BY CHAFFEE 


At the hotel we were met by two 


men from the Apex club, a new 
service organization in the order of 
ihe "20-30" clubs in California, and 
they invited me to give them a talk 
at their meeting that evening, which 
I accepted. 
They sent their car 


around to show us the interesting 
sights of their place, and took us to 
one of theh' big pumping plants that 
'urnished water from the river for 
:heir irrigation systems, the water 
aeing discharged thru a six-foot-six 
>ipe with a most modern pumping 
station, operated by steam power 
that required seventy-five tons of 
coal per day to operate, and also 
operated a big electric generating 
plant as well. The water was boost- 
ed up from the river by three plants 
and distributed to the orchardists 
thru big open dirt ditches or canals 
to the user, a very cheap source of 
water. 


They have several thousand acres 


in Sultana grapes here, as well as a 
wide variety of citrus fruits, peaches, 
apricots, 
pears, 
plums, 
cherries, 


strawberries, tomatoes and other 
vegetables, all of which are handled 
thru the many packing houses, most 
of which are co-operative like our 
citrus associations. We met a Mr. 
Winterbottom, manager of one of the 
largest houses, who drove us around 
the district, and showed us thru his 


pretty shapes, small but neat Dun^ 
galows with nice flower gardens in 
front, lining both sides, with a tram 
car line on one side. It is as pretty 
a street as I have seen in any city, 
irrespective of size. 


BOTANICAL GARDENS 


The hotelkeeper suggested we go 


out to the botanical gardens for the 
afternoon, which we were glad to do, 
for here we found a splendid lake 
some two miles in length and about 
one-half mile wide, numerous boats, 
launches and sailing craft on its surr 
face, the tram car following right 
around the big lake to the center of 
the gardens. Here we found lovely 
beds of gladiolus, larkspurs, pensto- 
min, verbenas, phlox in a variety of 
color, zinnias, delphinium, and beds 
of gorgeous blooming roses. I should 
judge the gardens contained about 
160 acres of ground, laid out in 
groves of big trees, including many 
specimen of our California redwood, 
palms, oaks, and sycamores, big 
stretches of lawn, a fine zoo with 
many of the native Australian ani- 
mals, including kangaroos, wullubys, 
platypus, a freak animal, being a 
cross between a bird anil animal and 
fish, having a beak like a duck, fur 
like a dog, lives in the water, comes 
out to burrow long tunnels some 100 
feet or more. The mother kangaroos 
have pockets in their chest where 
they carry their babies, and when 
the young ones become frightened 
they at once run to their mother and

under control, made a right turn in 
the middle of the block, made a left 
turn in the middle of the street, 
skidded—and was intoxicated." An- 
other clipping from a Pasadena pa- 
per quoted Dr. Samuel Dick, a Pasa- 
dena economist, as saying fully three 
years ago that "the legalization of 
liquor in the United States would 
bring about such an appalling in- 
crease in the number 
of motor 


deaths and casualties that the coun- 
try would ultimately be forced to 
choose between the liquor industry 
and the automobile industry." The 
quotation ended, "Which will we 
have—our booze or automobiles?"
